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OF FEVERS IN GENERAL. 


W E choofe to begin with the confidera- 
tion of Fever, becaufe it is the moft 
frequent of all difeafes, the moft ge- 
neral in its effects, and lays the foundation of | 


moft acute and chronic difeafes. 


In treating of any difeafe, it is firft neceffary 
that we afcertain thofe fymptoms which ferve to 
diftinguifh it from every other; becaule it is 
only from a knowledge of thefe, that we can 
reafon with regard to their caufes, or proceed 
‘properly in the cure. 


In every Fever there is in the beginning a 
fenfation of cold, called horripulatio, attended. 
with a quick pulfe, fucceeded by an increafed 
heat, with proftration of ftrength, and thefe are 
called pathognomonic fymptoms. 

A Thofe 
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Thofe who imagine that a quick pulfe alonee 
with a heat greater than natural indicate the pre- 
fence of Fever are miftaken. Though the abovee 
fymptoms always take place, yet there are fomee 
others in common to all Fevers, which accord-- 
ing to the nature or violence of the difeafe ares 
more or lefs frequent and obvious. 


They may be confidered under three differentt 
flages : 


Stage I. Laflitude, weaknefs, horripulatio, ri-- 
gor, tremor, palenefs of the extremities,, 
difficult breathing, anxiety of the precor-- 
dia, naufea, vomiting, fmall quick pulfe,, 
proftration of ftrength, urine crude andi 
thin. 


Stage IT. 'Thefe fymptoms are fucceeded by heat,, 
the palenefs difappears, thirft is confider-; 


able, attended with headach. | 


‘Stage III. Thefe fymptoms are relieved by a 


gentle fweat, the pulfe becomes more fulll: 
and foft, which fhews a freer circulation ;! 
the urine frequently depofits a fediment. 


In fome Fevers the fymptoms of cold are foi 
tranfitory in their duration as not to be obvious ;; 
but on the whole thefe are the fymptoms that’ 
are in:common to all Fevers, and what will en--. 
able us to trace their caufes and lay down pro-- 
per indications of cure. Therex

There are other fymptoms which frequently 
occur and which deferve a feparate confidera- 
tion; vomiting, diarrhea, delirium, coma, 
watchings, convulfions, fymptomatical and pro- 
fufe fweatings. 


The caufes of Fever are various, and they 
Operate differently on different conftitutions, 
The moft frequent are external cold with moif- 
ture, efpecially if fuddenly applied, which by 
ftopping perfpiration, and occafioning a reten- 
tion of other fecretions, ftimulate from their 
acrimony, and excite Fever. 


Myafmata and putrid effluvia in the atmo- 
fphere give Fevers which affeét whole countries 
or cities. 


Too large a quantity of acrid food, fpirituous 
liquors, or condiments, efpecially if they are 
fuch as are of difficult digeftion, and are there- 
fore not readily thrown out of the body. 


A colleétion of putrid fordes in the ftomach is 
a more frequent caufe than commonly imagined, 


Affe€tions of the mind, fuch as fear and anger, 
which by ftopping perfpiration, and favouring 
the retropulfion of eruptions, produce Fever. 


The external application of corrofive cauftic 
 fubftances, whatever wounds or occafions lace- 
A 2 ratlons 
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rations of any kind, whatever irritates the nerves, 
and excites inammation. 


Thefe are all the occafional caufes that pro- 
duce Fever, and are therefore to be avoided. 


_ The proximate caufe of Fever feems to be a 
conftriction on the furface of the body, or fpafm 
of the nervous kind, produced by ftimulus, oc- 
cafioning a refiftance to a free circulation, and 
therefore produtive of fuch fymptoms as have 
been enumerated. 


Fevers are of different kinds, according as 
thefe caufes. have more or lefs taken effet, and 
according to their duration and frequency of their 
return, and thefe all depending very much on 
the predifpofition or temperament of the body. 


The cold and other fymptoms of weaknefs in 
Fevers arife from an impeded circulation on the 
furface of the body. 


The quick pulfe and anxiety of the precordia 
are Owing to an accumulation of blood about the 
heart, and the increafed heat, and action of the 
veflels are owing to the heart in fome meafure 
getting the better of the former refiftance, and 
therefore from the blood flowing with more ve- 
locity, and likewife from its tending fomewhat 
to acrimony, more heat is generated.

The pain of the head and back is owing to 
fpafmodic contractions of the {mall veffels and 
nervous fibrille of thefe parts. 


In the cure of Fevers we are to attend to fuch 
occafional caufes as we have mentioned, if pof- 
fible they are to be expelled, and nature is to be 
affifted afterwards in conquering the proximate 
caufe, by producing a free and eafy circulation 
on the furface of the body, and reftoring per- 
{piration. 


And the cure will depend likewife on a pro- 
per management and regulation of the powers of 
nature, that the febrile impetus fhould not pre- 
vail beyond due bounds, or that the efforts of 
nature fhould not be too violent. 


The firft general indication in the cure of Fe- 
vers is to evacuate from the prime vie; by 
doing this we remove fordes collected there and 
likewife promote perfpiration.

If there are other fymptoms which indicate 
the inflammatory diathefis, fuch as a quick and 
full pulfe, great headach, high breathing, in- 
flammation of the eyes, with approaching deli- 
rium, then the patient muft be blooded from 2 vj 
to an according to the degree or violence of 

e, and as the patient is more or lefs plethoric; 
a fudden evacuation from a large oriice Is at- 
tended

tended with advantage ; in Fevers an attention 
fhould be paid to the effects of bleeding, for ma- 
ny Fevers feem to require bleeding in the begin- 
- ning that afterwards become putrid and nervous, 
and it is difficult to raife-the pulfe and ftrength 
of the patient brought low by evacuations, 


‘The fecond indication in the cure of Fevers, 
is to promote perfpiration, and in doing this we 
affift nature, who feems to direct her courfe this 
way. 


For this purpofe the preparations of antimony 
are the beft adapted.

From the increafed circulation and heat in 
Fevers there is generally more or lefs tendency 


to acrimony of the putrid kind, that is to be cor- 
rected 
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rected by allowing the patient to drink freely 
of decoétions of rice or Sy fufficiently aci- 
dulated with vegetable acids, as the juice of le- 
mons, apples, and the hike ; but during the ope- 
ration of an antimonial they are apt to occafion 


griping. 


If the anxiety continue, which is always ow- 
_ ing to an impeded circulation through the lungs, 
it may arife from a weaknefs of the heart, or 2 
{pafmodical affection of it, efpecially if the pulfe. 
is quick and fmall, and the heat not equally 
diffufed thro’ the whole body. 


The warm cordial and antifpafmodic: medi- 
cies muit be had recourfe to.

_ The fymptoms which occur in Fevers and are 
the moft troublefome, deferve our attention, 
B fack 
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fuch as diarrhea, profufe {weatings, coma, de-’ 
lirium and cenvulfions. 


“*Diarrhea in Fevers takes its rife from a vari- 
ety of caufes; firft acrid and putrid fordes col- 
leted in the inteftines, or putrid or acrid mat- 
ter taking its courfe that way rather than by the 
kidnies or fkin; and therefore this difcharge 
when moderate, and not fech as-weakens the 
patient, proves falutary, and ought not to be 
ftopt, and when very urgent ougnt only to be 
moderated by {mall dofes of Ipecacuan, of two 
or three grains cach; on the other hand when 
it has continued’ for fome time without any re- 
lief to the patient, attended with griping, ren- 
dering the patient’s pulfe weaker and quicker, 
and increafing every fymptem of weaknels, itis 
to be ftopped by opiates, attringent, cordial, and 
diaphoretic remedies ; fo that the irritation may 
be allayed, and the fow of humours determined 
to the furface of the body; thefe. may be 
either taken by the mouth, or inje&ted by the 
anus.

They are fiéeqhently owing to°a putrefcent 
ftate of the fluids, and’a confiderable laxity or 
weaknefs of the habit, which ‘tend! greatly to 
fink the patient and impede his recovery ; they 
are ‘to be rehéved by’ N° agior N20. "to 
which miay be added alum whey, ‘taking from 
three to four ounces of it as it agrees s with the 
ftomach. | 


Watching in Fevers is Freiceriety owing to 
flight inflammations of the brain, from > afms 
and increafed irritability of thefeparts ; it is te 
be moderated by keeping the body quiet, by 
excluding light, and all external impreffions, 
from the patient, by the ufe of fedative medicines 
that a¢t on the nerves without menage inflam- 
mation.’ :

They always indicate extreme weaknefs and 
that nature is oppreffed, therefore they. are re- 
moved by mufk, caftor, afla feetida, cordial and 
ftimulating medicines, Madeira, port wine, and 
the like.

‘The diet of our patients in Fevers fhould be 
light and eafy of digeftion. 


And when the Fever is gone, ftrength is to 
be acquired by gentle and mcJerate exercife, 
the Peruvian bark, and other tonic medicines, 


Fevers are divided into thofe which arife 
from a general affection, and into thofe which 
_arife from inflammation in a particular part. 


Fevers. are. diftinguifhed into continued,» re- 
mittent, and intermittent; and this is a much 
better divifion than into fuch as continue for a 
certain time, as the ephemera of one day and _ 
the like. : 


The continued Fevers, are either the inflam- 
matory, the low nervous, or the putrid malignant 
or jail Fever, fo called though they have fe. 
miffons, 


The remittent more ftri@ly fpeaking are re- 
gular in their remiffions, and correfpond to in- 
termittents in the return of. their paroxy{ms. 
‘The heétic may be reduced to this head. 


The intermittents are fuch as when the 
paroxyfm abates altogether, gives the patient 
more or lefs interval of health, until at returns

SLOW NERVOUS FEVER. 


HIS Fever in its nature is in every refpeé 
oppofite to the former. 


It begins with a loathing of all kinds of food, 
flight cold fits, tranfitory flufhing of the face, 
univerfal laffitude, fuch as is felt after fatigue, 
low fpirits, headach, and drowfinefs. 


Thefe are fucceeded with naufea and vo- 
miting, and towards the evening the patient — 
becomes much worfe. Hfeat, and headach be- 
come more violent, the pulfe more frequent 
but weaker, breathing lefs free, pain along the

coronary future, with a fenfe of cold and ftupor 
in the back part of the head, frequently fuc- 
ceeded by delirium. ‘The patient for five or fix 
days remains pale, drowfy, and reftlefs, and 
cannot obtain fleep, the pulfe frequent, une- 
qual, fometimes intermittent, urine like whey 
without fediment, a white dry mucus covers the 
tongue, and there is little or no thirit. 


The tongye frequently is dry in the middle, 
and furrounded by a yellow coloured margin. 


About the feventh day the giddinefs and pain 
of head becomes greater. Tinnitus aurium, vo- 
miting, deliquium on fitting up, delirium, or 
rather confufed dreams, and fubfultus tendinum 
arife, 


On the ninth, tenth, and eleventh days cold 
and general fweats frequently appear, and the 
flrength frequently is exhaufted by violent diar- 
rhea, while a moderate one fometimes carries 
off the delirium. 


When the ftrength is exhaufted the pulfe is 
very quick, and may be faid to tremble and 
flutter, rather than to beat. The fick become 
infenfible and ftupid. 


_ The delirium terminates in a profound coma, 
and that in death, 7 : 
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If the deafnefs which occurs at the end of a 
fever ends in an impofthume of the ear, it is 
good fign. This fever attacks people of Hea 
NEIves, | lax habit of body, and poor thin blood, 
who have fuffered great evacuations, iithoderate 
watchings, ftudy, or fatigue. 


In the cure of this fever violent evacuations 
are to be avoided. 


The firt ftép is to cleanfe the prima via, 
which is done by a gentle puke.

When the confufion and dejection of {pirits 
are confiderable, galbanum with camphire may.

thirft confiderable, the urine is red. 


Stage III. The heat abates, the fkin is fofter — 
and more moift, a fweat breaks out, the 
pulfe becomes foft and full, breathing 
eafy, pains abate, all the other fymptoms 
difappear, the urine depofits a fediment, 
the patient falls afleep, and awakes per- 
fedtly well. | 


In the intervals between the fits there is 
commonly a pulfe flower than natural, a weak- 
nefs and difpofition to {weat. 


According to the return of paroxyfm, the 
Fever is diftinguifhed into quotidian, tertian, 
quartan, and fometimes longer intervals. 


Intermittent Fevers are juftly confidered by 
Sydenham as either autumnal or vernal. 


The Beratonal caufe of thefe are cold and 
. moifture, myafmata, contagion, and fudden af-. 
fections of the mind, fuch as fear and the like.

Thofe perfons who are the moit fubject to in- 
termittent Fevers, are fuch as are endued with 
moft fenfibilitv, and who are fubject to {pafmo- 
dic difeafes, thofe who have been weakened by 
previous evacuations, the epidemic conftitution, 
or other caufes. 


A putrefcent tendency of our fluids from ree 
tained perfpiration, or too large quantities of 
bile in the fyftem have been confidered as the 
proximate caufe. But it is more probable that 
thefe are only effects of the difeafe, and the proxi- 
mate caufe is to be referred to a {pafmodic con- 
traction on the furface of the body. 


Or tue PROGNOSIS. 


They ase feldom dangerous unlefs when long 
protracted. The autumnal more dangerous and 
difficult of cure than the vernal. 


The tertian Fever is the gentleft and fhorteft 
in its duration of any. 


The quartan, efpecially the autumnal, is the 
moft dificult of cure, frequently not going away 
until the fpring. é 


The quotidian is frequently of long duration, 
and very changeable into the continued; other 
circumftances are likewife to be attended to.

The cure of intermittent Fevers may be con- 
fidered as natural or artificial. 


Nature cures by taking off the fpafm and pro- 
voking to {weat; we afiiit her by the ufe of dilut- 
ing, diaphoretic, and antifpafmodic medicines ; 
fuch as the faline draughts in their flate of effer- 
vefcence, as N° 32, the pediluvium and femi- 
cupium, 


If there are fymptoms of inflammation prefent, 
V.S. muft be premifed, which will prevent its 
degeneracy into a continued Fever. 


Vomits in the beginning are generally necef- 
fary to evacuate fordes, and to difpofe to fweat

Small dofes of ipecacuan, without vomiting, 
cure fome vernal intermittents. 


A caution is neceffary in the ufe of purgatives, 
the draftic are to be avoided. Glyfters of milk 
and fugar, or N° 3, 4, 5. are only to be had re- 
courfe to; and cpiates ought to be given after 
them to take off the tendency to fpafm.

N every inflammation of a particular part; 

there is a {welling, rednefs, pain, and for the 
moit part a thining appearance, the pulfe is 
quickned, there is confiderable thisit, pulfa- 
tion in the part affected, end the blood when 
drawn, gives the inflammatory cruft; it however 
frequently happens, that fymptoms of Inflam- 
mation appear in general in the fyftem, when 
nO particular part can be affigned as the caufe, 
and produces infammatory and acute Fevers, 


which are always attended with an increafed cir- — 


culation, and fhews the vis vite to be enforced 
beyond its due bounds. 


The topical Inflammations, when they are the 
primary affection, take their rife from external 
injuries, and fometimes from acrimony falling 
on particular parts from obftructed excretions. 


And when. the difeafe feems to be more gene- 
ral, it is often produced by cold and excefs in 
the non-naturals. 


Every Inflammation muft be terminated either

It is a miftaken opinion that the Hyfteric Dif. 
eafe proceeds commonly from an unfound ftate 
of the womb. ‘ 


They both rather proceed from an affeftion — 
of the alimentary canal, difturbing digeftion, — 
generating flatulency, globus hyftericus, and 
other {pafmodical fymptoms, from the general 
fympathy which prevails ‘between the fomach 
and the moft remote parts of the fyftem. The 
caufes are, a too great féenfibility of the nerves, 
_ which difpofes them to be violently affected by 
flight impreflions, unnatural or depraved feel- 
ing, which expofes certain perfons to violent 
and very extraordinary affections, from .caufes 
which would not difturb others, P 

The occafional caufes are, fuppreffed evacu- — 
ations, improper food either in quantity or 
quality, violent affections of the mind, 


The-general plan of cure in thefe difeafes, 


1. Is 
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_ as Is by ftrengthening the’ nervous power, to 
favour a more fteady and equable diftri- 
bution of it. 


2. To moderate the too great irritability, and. 
to avoid every occafional caufe. 


However, fuch is the variety of fymptoms,.
